Opponents of inflation like Yo dwell on the story 
of the German clerk who during the time when 
Germany inflated her currency to wallpaper value. 
to get rid of her external obligations, drew out at | 
maturity an endowment insurance. He had counted 
on it providing for his old age. It amounted to | 
encugh to buy him a new straw hat 

That way inflation run mad—and deliberately 
run mad. It isn't the sort of controlled inflation | 
that present-day advocates of inflation ask for. 

For an example of controlled inflation and of 
controlled exchange, we can look to what United | 
States has done within recent weeks. She issued 
two billions of new currency to enable her banks | 
to reopen—and in doing so actually stiffened the |

exchange value of the American dollar 
eo 2.2 


That two billions of mew currency is worth 
noting for future reference. It hasn't a grain of 
gold behind the whole two thousand millions of it 
It is issued against the “frozen assets” of the banks. | 

Just what are these “frozen assets”? ; 

They are holdings of real estate which cannot 
be marketed under present day conditions when a 
four million dollar hotel fails to find a buyer at | 

There is little realisable value behind it. Real | 
estate is forbidden as banking security in Canada. 

The real security behind the two billions of new 
currency is the word of the government—ihe | 
national wealth and the national honor 

Two additional billions of new currency without 
a grain of gold behind it—and it has increased the | 
value of every gold-backed dollar in United States } 
on the international exchanges. 

If it means anything, it means that national 
wealth and national honor are the real securities 
behind a currency—not the amount of a rather use- 
less yellow metal that the Treasury happens to have | 
in stock at the timee . 


Paul Reading has disclosed that the reason the ; 
Americna dollar did not fall on the exchange with 
the issue. of the additional non-gold currency is that | 
had been left to the large New York banks to | 
exercise a tacit management of the exchange market 


for the time being, and that they are limiting sales 
of American funds to existing commitments and | 
commercial transactions. This is the type of ex- 
change conrol that has kept the German c at 
an artificial parity with gold despite adverse con- 
ditions 

In other words, the big New York banks bre 


barring out the exchange speculator and rationing 
exchange in New York. They are doing this in face 
of the penalties of an exchange at a premium, chief 
of which is the handicap of a high currency in for- 
eign export trade 

If United States can do handicapped in 
theory by new currency issued against frozen real 
estate, with its banks forced to close and its foreign 
trade suffering {rom premium currency, it 
sense to suppose that a country like Canada could 
easily c rol inflation to a point where the 
farmer and mberman could sell their products 
abroad at an advantage

In overcoming the tendency to flatulency the 
best plan is to use some form of the fasting cure, 
in order to completely cleanse the alimentary 
canal of the accumulation of toxins and waste mat- 
tev.

OTTAWA, March, 23— House of 
Commons took the first step today | 
to extend for andéther year the 
government's unemployment relief! 
legislation and clothe the adminis- 
tration with wide powers to deal 
with the “peace, ofder and good 
government” of the country 

Without recorded division, a re- 
solution was passed, instructing the 
government to bring in the relief 
legislation, climaxing a week or 
more of debate, The legislation, 
itself, will be discussed next week. 

The government is gathering 
data on a contributory unemploy- | 
ment insurance scheme, but at 
every turn collides with the con- 
stitutional rights of the provinces, | 
Hon. W. A. Gordon, minister of le- 
bor, told the house. It will be nec- 
essary for the provinces to surren- 
der some legal] rights before a na- 
tion-wide scheme is possible, added | 
Hon. Hugh Guthrie, minister of jus- 
tice. 
WOULDN'T SURRENDER 

At a recent Dominion-provincial 
conference, continued Mr. Guthrie, 
the provinces declined to surrender 
thelr legsl powers over insurance 
and were opposed to an amendment 
to the British North America Act 
to enable the Dominion to act alone 
Before any federal scheme could 
be established, the Dominion must 
have the power to compel em- 
ployees and employers to contrib- 
ute to the central fund—a power 
now vested in the provinces : 

The Dominion placed no detailed 
insurance scheme before the pro- 
winces at the conference, the labor 
minister said, discussion ranging 
around the constitutional issues at 
stake. Until that barrier was re- 
moved, details were impossible.

Outwitting The 
Rabbit Is Real 
Job of Gardener 


“Outwitting the rabbit” is not so 


simple a feat as it sounds. Farm 


women in the northern part of 


Alberta have encountered no little 
discouragement in their fight against 
the apparently harmless and pretty 
bunnies. At Sylvan Glade, writes 
Mrs. B. Stong, U.F.W.A. convener 
of Beautification and Horticulture, 
the rabbits come on unawares and 
ruined more than one hundred 
small fruit trees and damaged many 
ornamental shrubs and wind breaks 
However, “hope springs cternal in 
the human breast,” says the writer 
“Let us try new schemes to outwit 
the rabbits for really they, like peo- 
ple, have a choice of diet, and many 
beautiful flowers and shrubs are 
undisturbed by them.’ 

With spring “just outside the gar- 
den gate” these rural women are 
happy with anticipation for gar- 
dens. Rock loving or waterside 
plants for the rockery or pool are 
isted by Mrs. Stong as Irish Dwarf 
Early, Blue Flax, Iceland Poppy 
Dwarf Phlox, Viola, Duanthus Plu- 
marius, Plantain Lily, Stonecrop 
Hen and Chickens, Veronica, Sedan 
Acre. Some of the less usual veg- 
etables suggested by this clever 


gardener are Chinese Mustard, bear- 


ing long-crinkled leaves which are 
cut while young and _ used for 
greens; New Zealand spinach, used 
for the same purpose and which 
grows in hot weather and under 
arid conditions, Sprouting Broccoli, 
a relative of the cauliflower, and 
Asparagus Although at Sylvan 
ade the expense has been more 
han was anticipated “have we not 
bought food, beauty, perfume, color 
a chance for self-expression and a 
ticket for a new adventure?” she 
asks.

“Yet I feel a garden, like a life 
that reaches its climax too early is 
pathetic. For this, reason, I strive 
to have my garden gain in attraac- 
tiveness as the summer progres: 
This may be done by choosing col- 
orful annuals of continuous and 
late bloom. Most of the seed cata- 
logues have little to say about the 
length of bloom to be expected 
from the beautiful plants described 
For this reason, the selections made 
by trial over a period of years is 
worthy of notice, by anyone who is 
interested in a garden of continuous

For late blooming annuals 
try petunias, stocks, phlox, cosmos 
verbenas; and for fragrance, helio-

Miss Constance Ward, missionary 
of the W.MS. of the United Church 
and head of the Boarding and Day 
School in Luchow, West China, 
writes of the chaos into which 
China has been thrown by war, and 
tells of the devastation wrought by 
the explosion of powerful munitions 
within peaceful centres. Luchow is 
within the war area, and Miss Ward 
tells of the pitiful condition of the 
homes of the people and of the pro- 
tection given them by the mission, 
where over 100 mothers and chil- 
dren have found shelter 

It is a_ significant thing that 
among the debris have been found 
shell cases, and the broken pieces 
of munitions which bear the stamp 
of the United States manufacturers 
The W.LL. which strives with every 
effort, for national peace and which 
especially opposes the private man- 
ufacture of arms, realizes the men- 
ace to their ideal recorded in this 
single incident cited by Miss Ward.

The Alberta Relief commission, | 


set up by the Dominion government 
to administer relief to single un- 
employed, will continue to function 


until April 30, according to an an-| 


nouncement made in the legislature | 


on Wednesday by Hon. O, L. Me- 
Pherson, minister of public works 
and chairman of the provincial ad- 


visory committee on unemployment | 


relief. 

Extension of the time for caring 
for single men was granted by the 
Dominion, according to advices re- 
ceived from Hon. W. A. Gordon, 
minister of labor, to give parliament 
time to pass any further unemploy 
ment relief legislation conten 
plated. 

Just what arrangements will be 
made for this province is not 
known, 

There are at present about 6500 
single men receiving rélief in Al- 


berta, the number being gradually | 


reduced as places are found on 
farms for them. 


STRICKEN OFF 


As a place is found, it is offered | 


to a registered man, who either 


takes the job or is struck off the list. | 


There are about 1600 men in various | 


camps in the province, of whom | 
600 are at Jasper and Banff. 
are about 2600 in this city. 

The Minister's announcement was 
made during second reading de- 
bate of the unemployment bill 
which gives the government power 
to negotiate relief agreements with 
municipalities. Debate was unfin- 
ished when the house rose. 

In moving second reading of the 
unemployment relief bill, the Min- 
ister reviewed relief measures that 
had been carried out in the last 
year 

Efforts had been made to obtain 
some work in return for relief. 
There was no desire to institute, or 
develop this into a works program, 
but efforts were being made to 
make the work conform to provis- 
ions laid down by the Dominion. 

His observations over the last 
year indicated that the problem 
would be handled better as a nat- 
ionally directed activity. He said 
this not with any desire to unload 
any responsibility or place any un- 
due burden on the Dominion

Amidst 
the greatest enthusiasm he sal- 
uted eight Austrian Nazis who were 
in the gallery, and declared: 

“As the leader of the Nazis in 
this house and on the order 
of Chancellor Hitler, I, as a Prus- 
sian, say that we Prussians are pan- 
Germans, that we shall continue to 
be so, and that we shall have ob- 
tained our goal only when all Ger- 
many, including German-Austria, ts 
united with our Fatherland in one 
great staet which can then esrve 
Germany's mission in the world. 

The well-oiled Nazi parliament- 
ary machine functioned perfectly,

Nazi members of the Diet remain- 
ed silent in today's session when 
Friedrich von Winterfeld, the Na- 
tionalist floor leader, expressed the 
hope that some day he would see 
a Hohenzollern back on the throne.
